itis noveithe- 


less 
important. 
It is claimed that 


the reform school serves a useful pur- 
pose in teaching 
refaotory boys, who 


would otherwise drift into a criminal 
career, 
Ucetul' occupations, 
thereby 


fitting them to earn their own liveli- 
hood. 
But there is another 
side to 


this question. 
Ifitis necessary for 


the public 
welfare that immates 
of 


reform 
schools, 
should 
be kept at 


work, and taught trades, it is surely 
just as important that the inmates 
of 


our state 
prisons proper 
should 
be 


treated in the same way. But as 
a 


matter ot fact they are not. 
Outside 


of 
breaking 
rock at 
Folsom, 
and 


making jute bags 
at San Quentiu the 


piisouers are mantained in comparn- 
tive idleness. 
From the standpoint 


of penologists they hold fast to their 
criminal record, 
with no other 
re- 


course after 
serviug their term than 


to continue in the ways of the trans- 
gressor. 
Breaking rock 
aud making 


jute bags 
are occupations 
lor which 


there is but limited employment out- 
side cf the walls of the prisons. 
They 


do 
not afford 
them a 
chance 
to 


change 
their 
ways 
after 
leaving 


prison. 
Idleness is their distined lot, 


and crime is the result. 


With allthe talk of prison reform 


no steps have been taken toward rem- 
edying this evil. The members of the 
state board are 
outspoken in declar- 


ing this to be the most urgent 
and 


practical way toredeem 
the criminals 


from evil ways. But the cry is raised 
in organized labor ranks that to put 
them to employment in the mechani- 
cal trades, and selling 
the products 


of prison labor in the state, would be 
unjust to free labor. 
And the politi- 


cans are dumb in the presence 
of such 


opposition; 
although 
everyone 
must 


realize the injustice of such 
conten- 


tions. 
Our prisons ought to be made 


almost 
self-sustaining, 
at 
the same 


time placing many of the .prisoners in 
the path of honest industry after their 
discbarge 
if this demagogic 
policy 


of non-interference 
with free labor 


weie cast 
aside. 
As it is, the very 


prisons are but nurseries of indolence 
and consequently 
help to confirm the 


convicts in the path of crime. 
This 


is a terrible indictment, that crime is 
actually fostered under 
the policy- of 


the government, 
too cowardly to run 


the gauntlet 
of 
labor agitators 
on 


such 
a vital question. 
We doubt if 


there is another 
state iv the Union 


that allows such a disgraceful state of 
prison management. 
Ina number of 


states convicts are actually hired out 
by the »tate to private employers. 
The labor of the prisoners 
is made a 


source of considerable revenue to the 
government. This system would hard- 
ly work in California. 
At the same 


time there is no sound 
reason why 


prison labor and 
convict made goods 


should not be made as 
profitable to 


the 
state 
as possible. 
To maintain 


prisoners in idleness is unfair to the 
taxpayers, and unjust to the convicts 
themselves.
